contact  him  through  the  Director  of  Seminarians  in 
Xavier ^ Hallo  Calls  from  the  seminarian  to  his 
home  are  always  made  collect. 
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Prayer  life  is  very 
important  to  one  ^f^ho 
looks  forward  to  the 
priesthood  or  brother¬ 
hood  as  a  way  of  lifeo 
The  seminarian  or  the 
brother  postulant  be¬ 
gins  his  day  with  Mass 
and  the  community  morn¬ 
ing  prayers •  Mass  is 
followed  by  a  period 
of  meditation;  at  this 
time  he  contemplates 
Christ,  and  learns  to 
develop  a  **habit*'  of 
meditation  which  is  so 
important  in  religious 
life.  The  religious 
student  is  expected  to 
do  about  ten  minutes  of 
spiritual  reading  a 
day.  He  recites  the 
rosary  and  community 
evening  prayers  with 
his  fellow  seminarians 
and  brother  postulants 
each  day.  Daily  bene¬ 
diction  is  the  special 
privilege  of  the  relig¬ 
ious  student. 
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Ordinarily  the  first  Saturday  evening  of 
each  month  is  set  aside  as  an  evening  of  rec¬ 
ollect  ion®  The  students  take  partj  with 
both  the  priests  and  brothers  of  the  community 
in  a  con-celebrated  Mass  during  which  a  homily 
is  delivered  by  the  religious  superior®  On 
this  evening  the  religious  student  is  given  an 
opportunity  to  slow  down  and  step  out  of  the 
usual  busy  routine  and  take  a  look  at  himself 
to  see  where  he  stands  in  relation  to  God® 

Annually 5  during  the  semester  breaks  he 
makes  a  five  day  retreat®  He  is  free  to 
choose  a  spiritual  director  for  himself®  The 
Directors  of  Seminarians  and  Brother  Postu¬ 
lants  are  available  for  private  conferences® 
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Studies  are  naturally  a  very  es¬ 
sential  part  of  the  seminarians* 
daily  schedule.  At  St.  Joe’s  the 
seminarian  receives  two  years  of  his 
four  years  of  college  education. 

Immediately  following  his  train¬ 
ing  at  Xavier  Hall  is  a  year  of  nov¬ 
itiate  at  Xt.  Mary’s  Novitiate,  Bur- 
kettsville,  Ohio.  After  this  ’’sil¬ 
ent  year”  he  moves  to  St.  Charles 
Seminary,  Carthagena,  Ohio,  where  he 
completes  his  final  two  years  of 
college,  with  a  diploma  from  the  Un¬ 
iversity  of  Dayton.  The  final  four 
years  before  ordination  are  spent  in 
the  study  of  theology. 

There  are  specifically  designated 
study  periods  during  the  day.  The 
library  on  campus,  highly  rated 
among  small  college  libraries,  is 
available  to  the  seminarian.  On  the 
next  few  pages  the  college’s  academ¬ 
ic  policies  regarding  seminarians 
are  stated. 
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-All  students  coming  from  Brunnerdale  are 
expected  to  carry  seventeen  to  eighteen  hours 
a  semester©  Adjustments  >^111  be  made  for  stu¬ 
dents  according  to  their  talents  and  program© 
Every  student  is  expected  to  have  2  years  or 
!  more  of  a  modern  foreign  language  in  either 
high  school  or  college©  Students  are  required 
to  have  at  least  six  college  credits  in  math 

and/or  science©  _ 

-Students  who  are  qualified  and  have  tne 
:  aptitude  and  elect  to  do  so  may  complete  a 

four  semester  sequence  in  some  area  (eog© 
math,  English,  etc©),  and  if  they  do  well, 
they  may  supplement  this  with  summer  courses© 
-Students  are  encouraged  to  continue  a  for¬ 
eign  language  begun  in  high  school,  and  where 
they  have  had  two  or  more  years  of  a  language 
in  high  school,  they  will  be  expected  to  con- 
j  tinue  at  the  sophomore  level  in  college© 

-Students  may  seek  credit  by  examination  in 
any  of  the  required  courses  except  Latin© 
Though  a  student  may  be  exempt  from  the  fresh¬ 
man  courses  in  a  foreign  language,  no  credit 
by  examination  will  be  allowed  in  such 
courses©

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.nother  very  important 
part  of  the  seminarians* 
and  brother  '  postulants’ 
training  program  is  recre=» 
ationo  The  religious  stu¬ 
dents  of  SJC  have  unlimit¬ 
ed  access  to  various 
sporting  facilities,  among 
them  are  football  and 
baseball  fields,  tennis, 
volleyball,  and  basketball 
courts,  rifle  and  archery 
ranges,  swimming  area, 
golf  driving  range,  weight 
lifting  room,  and  bowling 
alleyo  **Ye  Olde  X”,  pro¬ 
vides  soft  drinks,  potato 
chips,  milk  shakes  etc® 
Ping  pong,  pool,  and  card 
tables  are  available o 
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The  training  of  the 
seminarian  and  brother 
postulant  aims  at  educa¬ 
ting  the  entire  man* 
Manual  labor  forms  a 
part  of  the  students* 
schedules*  They  assist 
in  the  maintenance  work 
of  the  buildings  and 
grounds  of  the  college* 
Among  the  various  places 
the  students  are  assign¬ 
ed  to  work  ares  book 
bindery,  plumbing  shop, 
electric  shop,  proces¬ 
sing  office,  lawn  gang, 
carpenter  shop,  sacristy 
and  house  gang*  The 
work  program,  besides 
aiding  the  college  and 
the  Society  of  the  Prec¬ 
ious  Blood,  aims  at 
teaching  the  dignity  of 
manual  labor,  the  res¬ 
pect  of  property,  and 
the  necessity  of  commun¬ 
ity  effort,  to  the  Soc¬ 
iety's  future  members* 
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The  work  study  pro¬ 
gram  is  a  government 
sponsored  financial  aid 
program  'available  to  all 
full-time  students  who 
need  financial  aid*  The 
wages  range  from  1*00  to 
1*50  per  hour*  Any  Xav¬ 
ier  student  who  quali¬ 
fies  for  this  program  is 
paid  this  money  for  his 
regular  assigned  work* 
This  money  goes  toward 
his  tuition. 


INSURANCE:  A  hospital  plan  is  available 
from  the  college  through  the  college  business 
officei  participation  in  this  plan  is  option¬ 
al,  Each  student  should  be  covered  by  some 
sort  of  insurance  according  to  the  vjishes  of 
his  parents, 

XAVIER  STORE:  Many  items  can  be  purchased 
at  a  reduced  rate  from  Xavier  Hall’s  own 
store,  for  example:  sox,  T-shirts,  sport- 
shirts,  shorts,  work:  clothing,  towels, toilet 
articles,  statibnery , 

COLLEGE  BOOKSTORE:  There  is  also  on  campus 
the  college  bookstore  wherein  students  may 
purchase  books,  school  supplies,  greeting 
cards,  etc. 

THE  **X**:  In  the  ”X”  there  is  a  "bar**  run 
by  the  seminarians  themselves.  Pop,  potato- 
chips,  ice  cream,  milk  shakes,  etc.  are  avail¬ 
able  at  conventional  prices. 
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Visitors  are  welcoifle  on  any  weekend  except 
over  the  recollection  weekend,  which  is  ordin¬ 
arily  the  first  weekend  of  the  month. 

The  student  is  usually  free  to  receive  vis¬ 
itors  on  Saturday  afternoon.  Visitors  may 
purchase  their  meals  at  the  college  cafeteria. 
Permission  to  leave  the  premises  with  his  par¬ 
ents  should  be  sought  by  the  student.  It  is 
advisable  for  parents  to  make  reservations 
through  their  son  at  the  local  motel  or  hotel 
sometime  in  advance  of  coming,  to  insure  a 
place  to  stay  if  they  plan  to  remain  overnight 
for  a  visit o  Overnight  lodging  is  not  avail¬ 
able  on  campus o  Accomodation  is  available  at 
the  Starlite  Hotel ,  situated  about  a  mile 
south  of  the  college, 

LETTERS  AND  PACKAGES: 

Each  student  is  expected  to  write  home  each 
week.  He  may  also  write  to  other  friends  and 
relatives.  All  letters  and  packages  are  sent 
through  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Seminar¬ 
ians  and  are  subject  to  his  inspection.  Let¬ 
ters  and  packages  may  be  received  at  ANYTIME. 
Items  of  mail  should  always  include  Xavier 
Hall  or  Christopher  Hall  on  the  address. 

NOTE:  Occasionally  parents  may  receive  an¬ 
nouncements  in  the  mail  from  the  college  which 
do  not  apply  to  the  religious  students.  If  in 
doubt  they  should  obtain  clarification  from 
their  son. 

SERVICES:  The  seminarians  and  brother  pos¬ 
tulants  operate  their  own  barber  shop  and  tai¬ 
lor  shop.  These  services  are  provided  free  of 
charge , 
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ON  VACATION. 

Ea^  student  is  entitled  to  three  vacations 

at  honieg  one  at  GhristTaas  time  (for  a  period 
of  twelve  or  more  days),  one  at  Easter,  the 
third  is  in  the  summer-time  for  a  period  of 
eighteen  dayso  Extra  time  is  given  in  each 
instance  for  travel o  The  students  are  expect¬ 
ed  to  spend  these  days  at  home  with  their  fam¬ 
ily©  However  for  a  good  reason,  a  student  may 
receive  permission  to  spend  the  time  with  rel¬ 
atives  who  may  live  closer  to  tne  collegeo 
Each  student  is  expected  to  take  his  vaca¬ 
tion  at  Christmas,  Easter  and  in  the  summer© 

A  student  may  receive  permission  from  the 
Director  to  go  home  at  other  times  than  these 
specified  vacations  eog©  parents’  twenty-fifth 
wedding  anniversary,  wedding  of  brother  or 
sister,  ordination,  etc©

A  postulant  wio  is  taking  nine  or  more  col¬ 
lege  credit  hours  is  asked  to  sign  a  promis¬ 
sory  note  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  tuition  for 
these  courses,  plus  an  amount  for  his  room  and 
board.  If  he  remains  with  the  Society  as  a 
brother,  the  promissory  note  is  cancelled  by 
the  Society  after  a  length  of  time. 

This  is  the  only  cost  to  the  postulant.  No 
promissory  note  is  required  of  those  postu¬ 
lants  taking  less  than  nine  credit  hours.
